PURPOSE OF AGREEMENT 


The purpose of this agreement is to set forth the terms and conditions under which Corporation and Distributor will do business 
together, and to set forth the functions and responsibilities of each in the sale by Corporation to Distributor of motor vehicles, chassis, 
parts and accessories and the resale of those products by Distributor to its customers. 


Corporation and Distributor therefore agree as follows: 
1.0 TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF SALE. 


1.1 Distributor’s Selling Rights. 


As long as this agreement is in effect, Distributor shall have the nonexclusive right to purchase from Corporation and resell passenger 
cars, chassis, commercial cars and trucks (motor vehicles) offered for sale by Corporation and which bear the trademark “ 
or any combination of that word with any other word or words, and parts and accessories for motor vehicles, as above defined, ‘which 
are manufactured by or approved by Corporation. Distributor will have the obligation and responsibility to develop properly and to 
actively, aggressively and honestly promote the sale of such motor vehicles, parts and accessories and to give the public prompt, efficient 
and courteous service, but only in the following territory; 


1.2 Sales by Corporation 


The Corporation, or its nominee specifically authorized so to do, shall have the exclusive right to sell any products referred to 
herein to its employees, to civil service employees, and military personnel of the United States and Canada, without payment of any com- 
mission or other obligation to Distributor. 

1.3 Reports and Estimates. 


To assist Corporation in scheduling production, Distributor shall furnish Corporation on forms supplied by it with a monthly report 
of its sales of new and used motor vehicles, its stock of new and used vehicles and such other information as Corporation may request, 
and a monthly estimate of its requirements during such periods as Corporation may specify. Distributor shall consult Corporation before 
dealing in any other makes of new automobiles or trucks. 

1.4 Motor Vehicles Purchase Orders. 


Corporation reserves the right to reject orders for any models of motor vehicles which it determines to be unavailable for export 
sales or unsuited for use in Distributor’s territory, and reserves the right to alter specifications of motor vehicles ordered by Distributor, 
in order that such motor vehicles be more adaptable for use in Distributor’s territory. 

1.5 Prices. 


Corporation will advise Distributor from time to time of the prices at which it will sell motor vehicles, parts and accessories to 
Distributor and shall have the right to change such prices at any time. All orders will be filled at prices in effect on the date of shipment. 
1.6 Payment. 


Distributor shall pay Corporation for each shipment of motor vehicles, parts and accessories the prices established by Corporation 
and in effect at the time of shipment plus such additional net charges as are specified by Corporation. The price, together with charges 
and disbursements, shall be payable in such city and in such currency as shall be designated by Corporation upon presentation of shipping 
documents in usual form issued by a responsible carrier evidencing the receipt of such motor vehicles, parts and accessories in good order 
and properly consigned. Deliveries will be made to and payment accepted from any bank, banking, mercantile or forwarding house 
duly designated by Corporation for such purpose and acceptable to Corporation in such city as shall be designated by Corporation. To 
insure payment in accordance with the terms of this agreement, Distributor shall make financial arrangements satisfactory to Corpora- 
tion which shall be confirmed to Corporation prior to acceptance of orders by Corporation. 

1.7 Shipment. 


Corporation may make shipment of motor vehicles, parts and accessories ordered hereunder by any means of transportation and 
from whatever point it may select but will endeavor whenever practicable to follow Distributor’s request with respect to routing and 
mode of transportation. 

The Corporation shall not be liable to the Distributor for any loss or damage to motor vehicles, parts, accessories or other merchandise 
while the same are in the custody or possession of any Railroad, Express Company, or other Common Carrier (or while in warehouse) 
in due course of transit, either by land, sea or air, but all such loss or damage, after such motor vehicles or parts and accessories or other 
merchandise are delivered to any such agency, shall be for the account of the Distributor, who should protect itself by adequate insurance. 
Insurance on shipments, whether arranged by the Distributor or by the Corporation on Distributor’s behalf, should be such as to protect 
the Distributor against ‘‘all risks’’ in due course of transit from the factories of the Corporation to the warehouse at destination. Ship- 
ments, upon receipt, should be promptly examined, and if packing cases show evidence of having suffered damage either from rough 
handling or water, they should not be opened except in the presence of the properly authorized Lloyds Surveyor or the American Consul,

either of whom may then issue a legal survey of any damage or loss existing, which the Distributor as the assured may, together with its 
properly endorsed Insurance Certificates, original and all negotiable copies of the Bill of Lading, original invoice from Corporation, 
Master’s Protest, and Consular Invoice (if any), file with the nearest authorized representative of the Underwriters in support of 
Distributor’s claim for reimbursement of loss or damage or apparent shortage. The Corporation, however, is at all times ready to lend 
Distributor its assistance in the collection of any claim the Distributor may have against the Underwriters and/or the Common Carriers. 


1.8 Claims for Shortage. 

As a condition precedent to recovery for a shortage in any shipment, claim for such alleged shortage must be made by Distributor 
within thirty (30) days after arrival or delivery at Distributor’s port of entry of the shipment on which said shortage is claimed, or in 
the event of complete loss of the shipment, then within thirty (30) days after date of shipment from Corporation’s factories. 


1.9 Custom Laws and Regulations. 
Corporation will endeavor to comply at all times with the requirements of the various customs laws and regulations of the different 
countries into which its products are shipped, but Corporation will not assume any responsibility because of failure to comply therewith 


or for penalties which may result from boxing, packing, invoicing or shipping documents not being in accordance with the requirements 
of the country to which the shipment of such products has been made. 


1.10 Failure to Fill Orders. 

Corporation shall not be liable for failure or delay in filling orders of Distributor which have been accepted by Corporation or for 
other failures to perform where such failures or delays are due in whole or in part to strikes or other labor troubles, fire, floods, material 
or labor shortages, embargoes, stoppages in transit, direct or indirect acts, regulations or orders of government, the Corporation’s allocation 
of motor vehicles and other products to and among Distributors and dealers, war, sabotage, acts of God or the public enemy, and other 
causes beyond the control of the Corporation. : 


1.11 Changes and Improvements. 

Corporation may make changes in design or add any improvements on motor vehicles, parts or accessories at any time without 
incurring any obligation to make such changes or install such improvements on motor vehicles, parts or accessories produced pursuant 
to Distributor’s orders or previously shipped to Distributor and may at any time change or discontinue any model motor vehicle or any 
item of its parts and accessories without incurring any liability or obligation to Distributor by reason of its previous purchases. 


1.12 Price Protection. 

If Corporation reduces the net export price of any current model motor vehicle during the current model year, Corporation will 
refund or credit to Distributor the amount of such reduction for all new and unused current model motor vehicles, excluding demonstra- 
tors, which are in the stock of unsold new and unused motor vehicles of Distributor at the date of such reduction and which were shipped 
by Corporation during the preceding three (3) months, provided that Distributor reduces the prices at which it sells such motor vehicles 
to its distributors or dealers by the amount of such refund or credit. No credit or refund will be allowed hereunder unless claim therefor 
is made by Distributor, supported by such affidavits or other evidence as may be required by Corporation in support of such claim, 
and such claim reaches the offices of the Corporation within sixty (60) days after the effective date of such reduction. Nothing herein 
shall obligate Corporation to make any credits or refunds with respect to price reductions resulting from the elimination or reduction of 
any taxes or duties or any liability therefor. : 


1.13 Warranty. 

There are no warranties, express or implied, made by Corporation of products soid hereunder except the “Manufacturer’s Warranty” 
which in printed form is furnished to the owner with each motor vehicle. Distributor shall make no warranties concerning such products 
other than those contained in such ‘‘Manufacturer’s Warranty”. 


2.0 DISTRIBUTOR’S OPERATING REQUIREMENTS. 


2.1 Capital Requirements. 

The Distributor acknowledges that the proper conduct of its business with the Corporation under this agreement requires that it 
at all times have a proper net working capital. Hence, the Distributor agrees to originally have and at all times maintain and actually 
employ in its business such amounts of net working capital as the Corporation shall from time to time deem necessary for the proper 
operation of such business in accordance with the reasonable standards set up by the Corporation. 


2.2 Sales and Service Facilities. 

Distributor will be responsible to Corporation for the proper representation of its products and will maintain a place of business, 
salesroom, parts department, and service station with suitable organization and equipment in connection therewith, satisfactory to and 
in accordance with the policies of Corporation; and Distributor will actively promote and develop the sale and service of said products 
throughout the territory, give prompt and efficient service to its customers and conform in all respects to policies recommended by 
Corporation. 


2.3 Appointment of Dealers and Discounts to Dealers. 

Distributor agrees to appoint a sufficient number of dealers in the territory to give proper and satisfactory representation and service. 
All agreements between Distributor and its dealers shall be in writing, and in substantially the same form as this agreement, and shall 
embody terms satisfactory to Corporation, and a signed copy of each dealer’s agreement executed by Distributor shall be by it placed in 
the possession of Corporation. It is understood and agreed that the termination of this agreement will automatically terminate all such 
dealer agreements. Corporation reserves the right to withdraw any portion of the territory described above if, in its judgment, Distributor 
is not canvassing or servicing the same properly. 

The discount accorded its dealers by Distributor should be so fixed as to reflect the value of the sales effort put forth, and financial 
risk assumed by such dealers, so that the best possible dealers may be secured by, and retained in, Distributor’s selling organization. 


2.4 Advertising. 


Because of the effect that advertising may have on the sale of Corporation's products and the good will of Distributor, Distributor 
agrees to advertise motor vehicles throughout the territory in such a manner as to secure proper publicity, which shall be as extensive 
and effective as that done for other motor vehicles of like character. Distributor shall comply with Corporation's advertising policies as 
set forth by Corporation from time to time. 


2.5 Stock of Motor Vehicles. : 


To properly represent and promote the sale of motor vehicles in each price class in Distributor’s potential market and properly 
serve its dealers, Distributor shall purchase and keep on hand at all times an adequate stock of current model motor vehicles of all series 
and with such assortment of body types as Corporation may deem necessary. 


2.6 Stock of Parts and Accessories. 


To provide proper service to owners of motor vehicles in Distributor’s territory and properly serve dealers located in its territory, 
Distributor shall purchase and keep on hand at all times a stock of genuine new Corporation parts and accessories which stock shall at 
all times be adequate, in the opinion of Corporation, to properly perform such service. Corporation and/or its authorized representatives 
shall have the right to audit inventories of parts and accessories at all reasonable times to determine the adequacy thereof. 


2.7 Parts and Accessories Not Permitted. 
Distributor will not sell, offer for sale or use in repair work, as genuine new Corporation parts or accessories, any parts or accessories 


which are not, in fact, manufactured or approved by Corporation and sold hereunder for use in making service parts replacements in 
motor vehicles or for installation thereon. 


2.8 Distributor’s Retail Prices. 

Distributor will establish retail selling prices for each model of motor vehicle which will not jeopardize the future sale of Corporation’s 
motor vehicles in the territory by reason of being relatively higher than the prices at which competing motor vehicles are sold by other 
distributors and dealers. Distributor shall also extend a reasonable discount on genuine Corporation parts and accessory prices to all 


legitimate garage and repair men who desire to repair such motor vehicles and who request such parts or accessories for that purpose 
from Distributor. 


3.0 DURATION AND TERMINATION OF AGREEMENT. 


3.1 Duration. 
This agreement shall remain in full force and effect until cancelled by notice in accordance with the following terms and conditions. 


3.2 Termination by Either Party. 
Either Corporation or Distributor may terminate this agreement at any time for any reason by giving written notice of such intention 
to the other at least ninety (90) days prior to the effective date specified for termination. 


3.3 Immediate Termination by Either Party. 

If either Corporation or Distributor requires a license or permit or other governmental authority for the performance of any obliga- 
tion hereunder or in connection with this agreement in any state or jurisdiction where this agreement is to be performed, and if either of 
the parties shall fail to secure or maintain such license or permit or renewal thereof, or if such license or permit shall be suspended or 
revoked, irrespective of the cause or reason therefor, either party may immediately terminate this agreement by giving to the other 
written notice of such termination. 


3.4 Immediate Termination by Corporation. 

Corporation, at its option, may terminate this agreement immediately upon giving written notice of such termination in the event: 
(1) Distributor shall breach any of the covenants of this agreement; (2) there are instituted proceedings by or against Distributor in 
bankruptcy or under insolvency laws or for corporate reorganization or receivership or dissolution; (3) Distributor makes an assignment 
for the benefit of creditors; (4) the admitted insolvency of Distributor or of any member of Distributor, if a partnership; (5) Distributor 
discontinues distribution and resale in the territory of products herein referred to; (6) Distributor dies or ceases to exist; (7) Distributor 
is a partnership or a corporation and disagreements arise between the members of the partnership or the stockholders, officers or man- 
agers of the corporation which cause Corporation to deem that its interest may be imperiled; (8) Distributor lacks sufficient working 
capital in the opinion of Corporation for the carrying on of this agreement according to reasonable standards set up by Corporation; 
(9) Distributor or any of its officers or managers are convicted of any felony or convert or embezzle any property or funds of others; 
(10) Distributor fails to secure or renew a license or permit for its business required by law or if such license or permit is revoked or 
suspended; (11) Distributor fails to properly develop the market assigned to Distributor in accordance with reasonable standards specified 
by Corporation; (12) Distributor changes the location of its place of business without advance written approval of Corporation; (13) 
Distributor attempts to assign this agreement without Corporation’s written consent. Distributor agrees to immediately cause Corpora- 
tion to be informed in writing of the happening of any event specified in this paragraph. 


4.0 EFFECT OF TERMINATION OR EXPIRATION. 


4.1 Sums Owing Corporation. 

The termination or expiration of this agreement will not release Distributor from the payment of any sum that it may owe Corpora- 
tion. Such termination or expiration, however, will cancel all orders for motor vehicles, parts, accessories and other merchandise which 
have not been shipped prior to the effective date of such termination or expiration. 


4.2 No Liability by Reason of Expiration or Termination. 

The rights of termination provided herein are absolute, and both Corporation and Distributor have considered the possibility of 
making expenditures in preparing for performance of this agreement and possible losses and damages incident and resulting to each of 
them in the event of termination, and each has agreed to the provisions with respect to termination with full knowledge of such possi- 
bility and it is therefore the express intention and desire of both Corporation and Distributor that neither shall be liable to the other for 
damage or otherwise by reason of the termination or expiration of this agreement at any time. 


4.3 Corporation’s Right to Repurchase Upon Termination or Expiration. 

Upon any termination or expiration of this agreement, Corporation reserves the right, at its option, to purchase in whole or in part, 
and Distributor agrees to sell and deliver to Corporation, or its nominee, free of encumbrances, the new and unused current model motor 
vehicles in Distributor’s possession or control in condition for resale as new motor vehicles, and the new and unused genuine Corporation 
parts and accessories which are the Distributor’s property and which are, in Corporation’s opinion, in good condition and not obsolete or 
discontinued, on the following terms: 

Current model motor vehicles at the net duty paid landed cost to Distributor current at date of termination or expiration of this 
agreement. 


Genuine Corporation parts and accessories at the net duty paid landed cost current at date of termination or expiration, less any 
cost determined by Corporation to be necessary to refinish or recondition such parts and accessories to restore them to their original 
condition. 


Corporation may exercise its option to purchase motor vehicles, parts and accessories, as granted herein, only by giving notice in 
writing to Distributor of such intention within sixty (60) days after the effective date of termination or expiration. 


4.4 Trade-marks, Patents and Agreement to Discontinue Use. 

Distributor acknowledges and agrees that Corporation is the proprietor of certain trade-names, trade-marks, and designations, 
hereinafter called ‘‘Trade-Marks”’, and Distributor will use such Trade-Marks only in connection with the products of Corporation 
and will not use any such Trade-Marks or imitations thereof in the name in which Distributor does business; that Distributor will not 
obtain any right, title or interest by registration, copyright, patent or otherwise, in any such Trade-Marks, or in or to any designs, 
improvements or inventions whatsoever embodied in Corporation’s products, and hereby expressly waives any rights it may have so to 
do. Distributor further agrees that, upon the termination or expiration of this agreement or upon written notification by Corporation, 
it will discontinue the use of Trade-Marks or imitations thereof either directly or indirectly in connection with its business, and will 
remove and destroy or surrender to Corporation, all signs, stationery, printed matter, advertising, advertising cuts or anything else 
containing any such Trade-Marks that might make it appear that Distributor is still handling Corporation’s products, all without expense 
to Corporation, and Distributor will execute at any time at the request of Corporation such documents as may be required to enable 
Corporation to cancel and/or take full possession of any rights, title or interest acquired by Distributor in respect of such Trade-Marks, 
patents, designs, improvements or inventions. Distributor also agrees that it will include in all of Distributor’s agreements with its 
dealers each and every provision hereinabove set forth. 


4.5 Effect of Sales After Termination or Expiration. 


After the termination or expiration of this agreement, the continuance of the sale of motor vehicles in the territory herein defined, or 
the referring of inquiries by the Corporation to the Distributor, shall not be construed as a renewal of this agreement or a waiver of the 
termination or of any right to terminate, but all orders received and and/or executed by the Corporation after such termination or expira- 
tion shall be received and/or executed upon terms and conditions identical with this agreement. 


5.0 GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


5.1 Payment of Tax, Etc. 


Distributor shall, as part of the expense of its business, pay any tax, duty, fee or other charge that may be levied upon or against 
or on account of such business or upon any motor vehicle or part or accessory that has been delivered toa carrier for Distributor’s account, 
or is in transit to Distributor, or that may be in its possession or in the territory for delivery to Distributor; and any tax, duty, fee, or 
other charge that may be levied upon or against or incurred or paid by Corporation on account of the manufacture or sale of any motor 
vehicle, part or accessory delivered to Distributor. 


5.2 Indebtedness. 


Corporation shall have the right to apply upon the payment of any amount due Corporation from Distributor, any sum of money, 
or part thereof, belonging to Distributor which may be in Corporation’s possession; and Corporation may at its option collect any sums 
owing by Distributor to Corporation by separate draft or by including such sums in any draft covering the purchase of motor vehicles. 
Distributor shall pay with the amount of every draft all exchange and collection charges. The bank through which any clean draft of 
Corporation, other than drafts under Letters of Credit, is to be presented may be selected by Corporation. 


, 
5.3 Distributor Not Agent. 

This agreement does not in any respect make Distributor an agent for Corporation or authorize Distributor to transact any business 
in its name or to incur any obligation or liability for or against Corporation. 


5.4 Waiver. 

Failure of either party at any time to require performance of any provisions of this agreement shall not affect the right to require 
full performance thereof at any time thereafter, and the waiver by either party of a breach of any such provision shall not be taken or 
held to be a waiver of any subsequent breach thereof or as nullifying the effectiveness of such provision. 


5.5 No Verbal Agreements or Changes in Agreement. 

It is mutually agreed by the parties that no addition, change or erasure of any printed portion of this agreement, except the filling 
in of specified blank spaces and lines, shall be valid or binding upon either party hereto and that no verbal agreements, of any nature, 
relating to the subject matter of this agreement or to any relationship between the parties, will be considered valid or enforceable. 


5.6 Notices. 

Any written notice required or permitted under the terms of this agreement, or any statute or law requiring the giving of notice 
may be delivered in person, or by cable, or by mail, if properly posted, with postage fully prepaid, in an envelope properly addressed 
to the respective parties at the last known address given by either party to the other. Any such notice shall be considered to have been 
given when personally delivered, cabled, or mailed in the manner hereinbefore provided. 


5.7 Definition of Legality. 

It is understood that although this is a general form of agreement designed for use in countries other than the United States of 
America, it is to be construed by the laws of the State of Michigan, United States of America. Any provisions herein the performance 
of which contravenes the laws of the Country, State or Jurisdiction applicable thereto, shall be deemed not to be a part of this agree- 
ment, but in all other respects said agreement shall continue as written. 


5.8 Agreement Not Assignable. : 

This agreement constitutes a personal contract and Distributor shall not transfer or assign same, or any part thereof, or any rights 
thereunder, without the written consent of Corporation. It shall, however, inure to the benefit of and be binding upon Corporation, its 
successors and assigns. z
